REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 , 2, 4-6, 8-1 0 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior 
art of record does not teach a first annealing step, in which, substantially only side-wall 
portions located between adjacent lands and grooves formed in the magnetic-optical 
recording medium are irradiated with a first laser light; and, a second magnetization 
annealing step, separate from the first, in which regions including said adjacent side\- 
wall portions and said lands between the side-wall portions are irradiated with a second 
laser light having a spot diameter larger than the spot diameter of said first laser light 
while applying an external magnetic field. 

The closest prior art of record to Uchida (U.S. Pat. 6,767,697) and Nishikawa 
(UPGPUB 2004/0076083) fail to teach first and second annealing steps as Applicant 
claims but only teach utilizing a single annealing step.
